road where the little H artm an girl 
was struck by Omer'* car and in­ 
stantly killed on Tuesday, Novem­ 
ber 13, while 
her mother,

Ernest 
Hartman, was 
attending 
teachers’ institute here. 
4 Stories Coincide 
The four occupants of O rner’s 
coupe, Paul J. Omer, the driver; 
his wife, and Mr. and Mrs. Clctus 
H. O m er, the latter employed as 
Hight nurses at the Adams county 
home, were the principal witnesses 
at the inquest. 
All their accounts 
of the accident and the events lead­ 
ing up to it dovetailed. Their ver­ 
sions, in substance, follow: 
They left the county home about 
!0 o’clock, Tuesday morning, No­ 
vember 13, to drive to the home of 
O m er’s father, Lewis O m er, Big­ 
lerville Route 2. 
They stopped in, 
Gettysburg to make a purchase, 
and then proceeded toward Bigler-

How often have I hid away in some secluded spot where I 
could watch some* bird sitting upon her nest or feeding her young. 
What a busy world out there! Happiness, contentment, and harmony. 
Here is a lovely picture, taken from Hudson’s “Idle Days in 
Patagonia.” 
“I rom the summit of the sandy ridge we saw before us an un­ 
d u l a t e plain, bounded only by the horizon, carpeted 
with short 
j rass, seared by the summer sun, and sparsely dotted over with a 
few combre-leafed bushes. 
It was a desert that had been a desert! 
always, and for that very reason sweet beyond ail scenes to look 
upon. . . . To my mind there is nothing in life so delightful as that 
feeling of relief, of escape, and absolute freedom which 
one 
ex­ 
periences in a vast solitude, where man has perhaps never been, and 
has, at any rate, left no trace of his experience.” 
There can be no vacation quite equal to that one taken away 
from the busy marts of men and free from crowds and the petty* 
irritations of tho everyday—far away amongst the trees and bi iris; 
and rocks and waters of Nature. Something inexpresibly new comes 
over one and the futility of strife and gain looms before one. 
Next to the solitude of the wild must come the solitude of books 
—but nothing can ever take the real place of pungent smells of earth 
and forest, and the echoing calls of birds, or the busy tread of those 
who make their homes among the Daves and mump and rifts of the 
wild.
